This  issue  of  the  Empire  Review 
is  the  first  since  July-August,  1 963- 
The  interim  months  have  been  busy 
ones  for  us,  highlighted  by  several 
trips  to  Europe  and  many  trips  to  con¬ 
ventions  in  different  parts  of  the 
United  States.

To  those  whose  main  interest 
is  primarily  investment  we  suggest 
that  you  learn  as  much  as  possible 
about  the  coins  you  buy.  It  is  just 
as  sensible  for  a  coin  investor  to 
know  the  numismatic  side  of  the 
coins  he  is  buying  as  it  is  for  an  in¬ 
vestor  in  the  securities  market  to 
learn  about  the  operations  and  man¬ 
agement  of  a  company  in  which  he 
plans  to  purchase  stock.  In  coin  in¬ 
vestment,  as  in  any  other  field,  there 
is  no  substitute  for  knowledge. 

We  notice  a  renaissance  of  in¬ 
terest  in  collecting  coins  by  types. 
To  our  way  of  thinking,  this  is  a  most 
interesting  way  to  collect.  Collect¬ 
ing  by  type  gives  you  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  view  of  United  States  coinage 
from  its  very  beginning.  The  thrill 
of  the  hunt  awaits  the  type  collector. 
Many  of  the  coins  needed  are  not 
just  a  question  of  having  the  money 
to  buy  them;  patience  and  a  great 
deal  of  searching  are  necessary  to 
track  them  down. 

Collecting  foreign  coins  by  types 
is  becoming  popular  also.  A  goodly 
percentage  of  the  orders  we  receive 
for  British  coins,  for  example,  are 
for  type  coins.  In  the  Canadian 


series  the  desire  for  types  has  in¬ 
creased  the  demand  for  such  coins 
as  the  1858  twenty  cent  piece  and 
the  silver  coins  of  1911. 

One  of  the  favorite  additions  to 
our  numismatic  library  during  the 
past  year  was  a  complete  set  of  old- 
time  dealer  Ed  Frossard’s  house 
organ,  ’’Numisma.”  This  chatty  pub¬ 
lication,  which  was  first  issued  in 
January  1877,  did  not  hesitate  to 
speak  out  on  the  editor’s  opinions  of 
the  times. 

Samples: 

’’The  American  Silver  King  has 
broken  the  long  existing  corner  in 
1858  proof  sets.  An  excellent  oppor¬ 
tunity  is  offered  to  coin  speculators 
to  sell  short. ..The  craze  for  Colonial 
coins  has  abated;  that  for  American 
silver  of  early  dates,  or  in  proof  con¬ 
dition,  increases...”  So  reads  the 
May,  1889  issue. 

The  September  issue  of  the  same 
year  comments: 

’’These  patterns  (referring  to 
the  private  sale  of  patterns  to  col¬ 
lectors  by  mint  officials  -  Ed.)  form 
but  another  leaf  in  the  disgraceful 
story  of  the  management  of  the  U.S. 
Mint. 

In  other  countries,  the  Mint  is 
the  centre  from  which  numismatic 
knowledge  emanates.  In  this  country 
the  Mint  abhors  numismatic  inter¬ 
ests...” 

Mr.  Frossard  also  had  opinions 
about  his  competitors’  auction  sales: 

”As  usual  with  Mr.  Woodward’s 
catalogues  many  of  the  coins  were 
overdescribed.”  (Nov.  1881) 

The  May  1882  issue  describes 
a  J.W.  Scott  sale: 

”...his  catalogues  have  sunk  to 
a  very  low  level  of  excellence.  The 
composition  is  poor,  the  statements 
poor  and  generally  incorrect,  there  is 
no  system  In  the  arrangement™” 

Frossard’s  approximately  150 


subscribers  were  also  confronted-  with 
coins  for  sale.  One  of  the  1881  is¬ 
sues  had  the  following  nostalgic  of¬ 
ferings:  1859  U.S.  proof  set,  $6.00; 
1877  U.S.  proof  set,  $8.50  and  a  pair 
of  1796  and  1797  half  dollars  for 
$45.00  each.

1  have  a  pair  of  1941-S  dimes; 
one  with  a  large  mintmark  and  one 
with  a  small  mintmark.  Are  these 
valuable? 

Differences  in  the  sizes  of  mint- 
marks  are  the  most  common  die  vari¬ 
ations  of  the  last  century  of  United 
States  coinage.  There  are  literally 
hundreds  of  different  coins  with  dis¬ 
tinct  mintmark  size  variations;  the 
most  prominent  being  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint  half  dollars  of  the  late 
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1850’s  and  early  1860’s.  ”S”  mint- 
marks  on  these  coins  range  from  a 
’’huge”  size  to  a  very  small  size. 

The  value  of  a  particular  mint- 
mark  size  variation  depends  on  how 
much  publicity  it  has  received.  The 
aforementioned  ”S”  mint  half  dollars 
have  no  premium  value  as  few  people 
know  about  them.  A  1945-S  ’’Micro 
S”  dime  is  very  popular  as  it  is  list¬ 
ed  in  the  Guide  Book.  The  1892-0 
’’Micro  O”  half  dollar,  which  was 
listed  in  the  Guide  Book  for  many 
editions  (during  which  time  an  Unc. 
specimen  sold  for  $2500.00)  no  long¬ 
er  appears  on  many  collectors’  want 
lists,  as  it  was  dropped  from  the  1964 
edition. 

Incidentally,  mere  differences 
in  mintmark  size  pale  into  insigni¬ 
ficance  beside  such  little-publicized 
coins  as  the  1877-S  half  dollars  wit! 
three  distinct  ”S”  mintmarks  (the 
engraver  who  punched  in  the  mint- 
mark  must  have  had  a  nervous  hand) 
or  the  1856-S  quarter  dollar  with  a 
very  small  "S”  prominently  over¬ 
punched  with  a  very  large  ”S”...both 
mintmarks  being  clearly  visible. 

What  are  the  characteristics  of  a 
genuine  1883/2  nickel? 

This  is  one  of  the  questions 
most  frequently  asked  of  us;  scarce¬ 
ly  a  week  goes  by  without  one  or 
more  nickels  being  sent  to  us  for  veri¬ 
fication. 


Most  of  the  ”1883/2”  nickels 
offered  as  such  are  nothing  more 
than  regular  issue  1882  nickels  with 
the  final  digit  appearing  as  a  blob, 
due  to  die  failure.  The  coin  which 
we  call  the  unequivocal  overdate 
has  the  digit  2  appearing  sharp  and 
clear  under  the  3,  centered  slightly 
to  the  left  of  the  center  of  the  3.  The 
illustration  above  shows  this  clearly. 

Genuine  1883/2  nickels  are 
scarce;  certainly  scarcer  than  the 
1918/7-D  overdate  in  all  grades  ex¬ 
cept  uncirculated. 

What  accounts  for  the  scarcity 
of  $10.00  and  $20.00  proof  gold 
coins?  They  show  up  much  less  fre¬ 
quently  than  quarter  eagles  having 
approximately  the  same  proof  mint¬ 
age  figures. 

Until  the  1940’s  there  was  little 
interest  on  the  part  of  collectors  for 
proof  gold  coins  of  the  higher  de¬ 
nominations.  The  majority  of  the 
proof  eagles  and  double  eagles  coin¬ 
ed  in  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth 
century  and  the  early  part  of  the 
twentieth  were  spent  for  face  Value. 

As  an  indication  of  the  low  val¬ 
ues  attached  to  proof  gold  coins  at 
that  time,  we  cite  the  prices  realized 
of  the  magnificent  John  Story  Jenks 
collection  offered  for  sale  in  Dec¬ 
ember,  1921  by  Henry  Chapman  of 
Philadelphia: 

Lot  5712.  Gold  proof  set  of 
1907  containing  the  $2.50,  $5.00, 
$10.00  and  $20.00  (face  value: 
$37.50)  sold  for  $42.50. 

Lot  5714.  Gold  proof  set  of 
1910.  (face  value:  $37.50)  sold 
for  $38.00. 
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Lot  5717.  1899  Proof  double 

eagle.  Sold  for  $21.00. 

While  the  attrition  rate  for  1907 
and  earlier  brilliant  proofs  was  very 
high  due  to  cashing  them  in  for  face 
value,  the  number  of  the  later  matte 
and  sandblast  proof  gold  coins  spent 
was  proportionately  even  higher.

We  have  noticed  a  recent  upsurge 
in  the  interest  in  American  colonials. 
If  you  are  interested  in  early  Ameri¬ 
can  history,  we  recommend  colonials 
as  the  ideal  field  of  collecting.

We  found  that  just  as  much  enthusi¬ 
asm  may  be  engendered  by  finding  a 
new  die  variety  of  Connecticut  cent 
as  in  owning  a  $5000.00  gold  piece. 

In  addition  to  moderate  cost,  the 
collecting  of  a  specialized  colonial 
collection  provides  just  as  much 
stimulation,  if  not  more,  than  col¬ 
lecting  a  later  series.  It’s  a  fact 
that  there  are  hundreds  of  different 
die  varieties  of  Connecticut  cents, 
for  instance.  The  listing  of  types 
as  presented  in  the  ’’Guide  Book” 
just  skims  the  surface.  What  could 
be  more  interesting  than  the  Con¬ 
necticut  cent  with  arrows  at  the  date, 
or  the  absurd  engraving  error:  1787 
over  1877?  A  choice  specimen  of 
either  variety  will  cost  you  less 
than  a  circulated  1931-S  Lincoln 
cent. ..much  less,  in  fact! 

While  the  library  of  the  colonial 


collector  can  be  built  up  to  include 
many  specialized  books,  the  follow¬ 
ing  two  publications  will  serve  as 
useful  all-inclusive  guides  to  the 
series:

The  Unique  1954  English  Penny 


In  1954  the  Royal  Mint  coined 
2,000  bronze  pennies.  Today,  only 
one  specimen  is  known;  the  others 
having  been  melted.  During  the  past 
few  years  this  unique  coin  has  been 
in  the  collection  of  Mr.  C.  Wilson 
Peck  of  London,  England.  In  his  mon¬ 
umental  reference  book.  "English 
Copper,  Tin  and  Bronze  Coins  in  the 
British  Museum"  the  1954  penny  is 
described  as  follows  (cf.  page  524 
and  525,  also  illustration  on  Plate 
#48): 

"1954  -  146.5  grains. 

No  pennies  bearing  this  date 
were  struck  for  circulation, 
but  a  small  number  were 
struck  for  die-testing  pur¬ 
poses.  According  to  the  Mint 
records  all  these  were  after¬ 
wards  destroyed  along  with  the 
rev.  die.  The  recorded  spec¬ 
imen  obviously  escaped  the 
melting-pot,  as  it  was  retriev¬ 
ed  from  circulation." 


The  purchase  of  this  coin  from 
Mr.  Peck  was  the  highlight  of  our 
recent  European  trip.  Accompany¬ 
ing  the  coin  were  various  papers 
attesting  to  its  pedigree,  and  a  let¬ 
ter  of  authentication  from  the  Royal 
Mint,  London.
